Senate to Take 
Up House Civil 
Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, breaking a 
deadlock 


lasting since March 9, voted to- 
day to take up for formal con- 
sideration the House-passed civ- 
il rights bill. 


Southerners, who have used 


the motion to take up as the 
basis for lengthy speeches bit- 
terly attacking the bill 
itself, 


finally let the vote come on the 
17th day oC the debate. 


The motion, made by Demo- 


cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
of Montana, passed overwhelm- 
ingly as expected. 


The Senate met today at 9 


a. m., three hours ahead of its 
usual time, and the roll call 
came 
without 
any 
further 


speech-making. 


This first vote cleared the 


way 
for a motion by Sen. 


Wayne Morse, D-Ore., to send 
the bill to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee headed 
by Sen. 


James 0. Eastland, D-Miss., 
for 10 days of hearings 
and 


study. 


Democratic leaders planned 


t.o,try to kill this move with a 
tabling motion later today but 
expected the 
outcome to be 


close. 


However, Sen. Hubert 
H. 


Humphrey, D-Minn., floor man- 
ager for the bill, predicted that 
the tabling motion would win 
and that the Senate could begin 
its debate on the bill itself Mon- 
day after a three-day 
Easter 


recess.

Senate Wants 
Sheriffs to Do 
Registration

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Opposi- 


lion to the sheriff-collector ver- 
sion of a voter registration bill 
collapsed in the Arkansas Leg- 
islature today and the Senate 
passed 
a crucial 
emergency 


clause to the sheriff-collector 
bill it approved Wednesday. 


The legislature seemed ready 


to approve a voter registration 
bill naming sheriff-collectors as 
registrars and providing for an- 
nual registration. 


Final passage cannot come 


before F.riday since it takes two 
days 
to move a bill through 


both houses. 


The 
legislature 
had 
dead- 


locked on whether assessors or 
sheriff-collectors should be the 
voter registrars. 


But Senate and House leaders 


for an assessors version of the 
bill admitted defeat today. Sen. 
Dan 
Sprick 
of 
Little 
Rock 


brought one of his assessors 
bills to a vote and it failed 14 to 
18. He said he has no intention 
of calling up the other bill. 


The Senate by a 27 to 5 vote 


approved the emergency clause 
to the sheriff-collectors bill. The 
e m e r g e n c y 
clause 
failed 


Tuesday by one vote. It needed 
24 and got only 23. 


The 
emergency 
clause 
is 


crucial because without it the 
law will not take effect until 90 
days after the special session 
and there will not be time for 
a court test of constitutionality 
before this summer's elections. 


The new voter registration 


law will replace the poll tax out- 
lawed for federal elections by 
the 24th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The House defeated both the 


sheriff-collectors and the asses- 
sors bills Wednesday. Notice of 
reconideration was 
given on 


both and, either can be brought 
to another vote today. 


Without debate 
the 
Senate 


and House passed all the non- 
registration items which e^ach 
other approved and sent-over 
Wednesday. 


Included were measures ;to in- 


crease the penalty for interfer- 
ing with an election by riotous 
or sit-in activity at a polling 
place, and to legalize marriages 
of persons whose marriages are 
void under a 1941 act stipulating 
that the bride must be 16 and 
the groom 18. 


The Senate passed unanimous- 


ly a bill appropriating $198,000 
for repairs to the House cham- 
ber. 


Voting in both houses showed 


clearly Wednesday that the sys- 
tem finally adopted would pro- 
vide for annual rather than 
permanent 
registration 
along 


lines drawn by the Legislative 
Council after hearings on voter

Charged With 
Appeasement

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Re 


publican 
national 
chairman, 


William E. Miller, charges Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., with 
promoting appeasement. 


"The course Sen. Fulbright 


advocates is the same road 
which 
Neville 
Chamberlain 


raveled in the 1930,s." Miller 
said in a statement today. "It 
is a course which Republicans 
will oppose now as they have op- 
posed it in the past." 


Fulbright, chairman of 
the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, called on the Johnson 
idministration and the nation 
Wednesday to abandon "old 
nyths" and face up to "the new 
realities of our time." 


He called for promptrcvision 


of the Panama Canal Treaty 
and a new attitude toward Cuba 
—viewing its Communist Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro as a nui- 
sance but not a grave threat to 
the United States. 


Miller did not see the word 


appeasement in his attack 
on 


Fulbright. But there could be 
no other implication to the ref- 
rence to Chamberlain the pre- 
Worlcl War II British prime min- 
ister who acceded to German's 
territorial demands on its neigh- 
bors. 


Miller said Fulbright's re- 


marks—a 70-minute speech ti- 
tled "Old Myths and New Re- 
alities" delivered to an almost 
empty Senate chaniber—set the 
stage for the foreign policy de- 
bate in the 1964 campaign. 


"This is a trial balloon which 


he Johnson administration 
is 


.ending up to prepare public 
opinion for the acceptance of a 
foreign policy that could 
lead 


only to disaster for the United 
States and other free nations" 
said Miller a New York con- 
gressman.

White House sources described 
7ulbright's speech as very in- 
teresting and with many items 
worthy of consideration. 
The 


sources said Fulbright had not 
discussed it in advance with any 
member of the administration 
and that "specifically on Cuba 
and Panama it does not repre- 
sent the policy 
of 
the 
ad- 


ministration." 


Miller said the real myths 
in 


Fulbright'e speech were his as- 
sumptions that the Soviet Union 
las "drawn back," from aggres- 
sive policies that "the nature of 
he Chinese Communist threat" 
las changed and that mora 
rade with 
Communist nations 


will "strengthen the foundations 
of peace."

And the fight for the registra- 


tion job narrowed quickly to a 
battle between supporters of the 
sheriff-collectors and backers of 
county assessors. 


Both sides predicted eventual 


v i c t o r y after Wednesday's 
House voting which left 
the 


sheriff-collectors bill 11 votes 
and the assessors bill' 15 votes 
short of pasage. 


But neither idea wa sure that 


it could muster enough votes for 
an emergency clause which re- 
quire a two-thirds majority—68 
votes in fheHouse and 24 in the 
Senate. 


The Senate failed by one vote 


to put the emergency clause on 
its heriff-collector bill 
which 


passed with one vote to spare. 
Sen. Clifton Wade of Fayette- 
ville gave notice of reconsidera- 
tion on he emergency clause to 
clar the way for another vote 
today. 


Defeat of the House's sheriff- 


collectors bill came as a sur- 
prise to many members who en- 
tered the afternoon session con- 
vinced that the measure would 
pass easily. 
. But backers of the aseessors 
bill stalled for nearly two hours 
and then disrupted "strategy of 
their opponents by getting the 
sheriff-collectors bill called up 
first when the House finally got 
down to voting on registration 
bills.

A spokesman- for. the sheriff- 


collectors bill said

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


Johnson administration, lacking 
control over prices and wages, 
s trying in a gingerly way to 
nudge business and labor into 
keeping them down. 


At the same time, President 


Johnson has urged Congress to 
vote a $54 -million pay raise for 
1.7 million government employ- 
es, even if the 535 Congress 
members 
hesitate to 
include 


hemselves in the increase. 


Johnson and his economic ad- 


visers, walking tip-toe in this 
srickly field where the govern- 
ment has no authority to forbid, 
are not telling business and la- 
bor flatly there should be no 
boosts. 


What they seem to be saying 


in their anti-inflation efforts, of- 
ten using a rather foggy prose, 
is that there should be "no price- 
wage increases unless they are 
justified. 


This leaves the door ajar, al- 


though Johnson can't do more 
than this, since a businessman 
anxious to raise a price or a 
union bent on higher wages will 
always argue a justification. 


This is exactly what Johnson 


himself does in proposing an in- 
crease in government pay. He 
says failure to increase it would 
make more difficult the task of 
recruiting and keeping top flight 
people in government. 


Two weeks ago in Congress, 


the House appeared to be in a 
rush to raise government sala- 
ries, including a $10,000 addition 
o the $22,500 now paid all mem- 
3ers of House and Senate, a 44 
per cent increase. 


Every time one of its mem- 


bers sought to block this in- 
crease, .the House brushed it 
aside, or rather it did the fast 
brushing so long as they were 
not voting in a roll call where 
each member's vote would be 
listed by name. 


But when a roll call was 


Forced on them, they suddenly 
tilled the whole pay raise no- 
iion, for themselves and every- 
body else, by a vote of 222 to 
184. 


A few days later, Johnson 


wrote a letter to' House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, D-Mass., 
proposing the House start all 
over again and raise govern- 
ment salaries. 


He said Congress' hesitancy 


to give itself a raise was no 
reason for not giving the other 
federal employes a boost. 


Every year, one of the most. 


rubbery, and sometimes most 


incomprehensible, 
pieces 
of 


writing is contained in the an- 
nual report of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
issued in January. 


This year the council noted 


that in the past three years 
there has been an "unusual de- 
gree of price stability" although 
a "somewhat upward drift in 
the prices of final purchases." 


But, it said, from the begin- 


ning of 19C2 to the end of 1963, 
prices had gone up only 4 per 
cent. It urged 
stability this 


year, without saying that there 
should be no increases at all. 


It 
said 
the 
administration 


"will not hesitate to call public 
attention to major private deci- 
sions—by either business or la- 
bor — that seriously overstep 
noninflationary price and wage 
standards. 


"It is the responsibility—and 


the determined purpose—of the 
administration to do all it prop- 
erly can to promote the right 
outcome." 


Johnson tried 


this promoting 


to do some of 
Monday in a 


speech to the United Automobile 
Workers Union in convention at 
Atlantic City, N.J. The UAW 
will soon be in new contract ne- 
gotiations with the automakers. 


He warned against a price- 


wage 
spiral, but 
explained: 


"This 
administration has not 


undertaken and will not under- 
take to fix prices and wages in 
this economy. We have no inten- 
tion of intervening in every la- 
bor dispute " 


And while Johnson was talk- 


ing in Atlantic City the chair- 
man of his economic council 
Walter Heller, was out in De- 
troit telling the Economic Club 
there: "It would be less than

exists in Northern base areas as 
well as in the South. Only 31 of 
305 base studied were given a 
clean bill on this count. Fitts 
declined to name the 31. 


The Pentagon's civil rights 


chief 
indicated that by the 


process of "negotiation and con- 
ciliation" base commanders had 


(fmade progress in easing dis- 


crimination against Negro serv- 
icemen and their families in off- 
base schooling, transportation 
and use of such public facilities 
as parks and libraries.

Mold May Be 
Cause of 
Asthma

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — A 


yeast-like mold that may be 
'rowing inside half the world's 
inhabitants has been found to 
cause asthma, an allergy spe- 
cialist said today. 


Dr. Irving H. Itkin, head of 


allergy and asthma research at 
National Jewish Hospital, said 
n an interview that the mold, 
known 
as Candida 
albacans. 


grows in, any warm, moist area 
—and it is often found in a hu- 
man's mouth or throat. 


"Possibly half the human pop- 


ulation carries it around," Itkin 
said. 


The growth of the mold, Itkin 


added, is encouraged by the 
jrolonged use of antibiotics and 
steroid drugs used to treat as- 
;hma and arthritis. 


Itkin also said that the pres- 


ence of the mold within one's 
Dody does not necessarily mean 
;he person is susceptible to as- 
;hma. Only those who are sensi- 
tive—or allergic—to the mold 
will probably get asthma. 


The mold itself doesn't gener- 


ally cause disease — although it 
las been blamed for thrush, a 
childhood ailment 
encouraged 


by lack of vitamins. Thrush is 
no longer common in the United 
states and usually, said Itkin, 
:he mold grows quite harm- 
lessly. 


The presence of the mold, It- 


kin said, has been known for 
many years, "but it was over- 
looked by practically every al- 
lergist in the world as a possi- 
ble cause for asthma." 


Scientists at National Jewish 


discovered almost accidentally 
the 
connection 
between 
the 


mold and asthma — a respira- 
tory disease. There are about 
four million asthma sufferers in 
the United States. 


Itkin said that an Israeli pa- 


tient was brought to the hospi- 
tal suffering from asthma of an 
apparently 
unknown 
origin. 


About the same time Itkin had 
learned that the incidence of the 
mold was very high in Israel, 
Itkin tested the patient with an 
extract of the mold and found 
that it produced a severe aller- 
gic reaction. 


During a study program that 


followed, 81 patients were test- 
ed with the same extract. The 
results, Itkin said, proved that 
sensitivity to the mold was a 
frequent cause of asthma.

eral tax cut effects spread 
through the economy.

At 3:38 p.m. it broke. 
Three hundred million gallons 


of 
water cascaded

houses, apartments, cars and 
people in a pleasant, compara- 
tively new part of town. 


Five lives were lost. Several 


homes were swept away; some 
were reduced to kindling. Fire- 
men removed about 2,000 peo- 
ple—in some cases with life- 
lines, ladders or helicopters. 


Damage was estimated at $13 


million—about Si million of it to 
automobiles. Cleanup and re- 
pair are still going on. 


While

soaked one area, one of Los 
Angeles' worst droughts contin- 
ued, drying brush to tinder. 


A -week ago Sunday night, 


warm winds off the Mojave Des- 
ert howled through canyons at 
90 miles per hour, blew down 
thousands of trees and unroofed 
several houses. 


The winds broke scores of 


windows, caused power failures 
lasting houfs and toppled a tree 
that killed a man. An agency 
representing 380 insurance com- 
panies estimated the windstorm 
damaged over 11,000 dwellings 
and business buildings at a loss 
of more than S2 million. 


That was only part of it. The 


wind knocked down power lines 
whose sparks started fires in 
parched brush. Flames charred 
11,600 acres. Firemen said 20 
homes were destroyed in two 
fires in the Glendale-Burbank 
area, just 12 miles north of 
downtown Los Angeles. The in- 
surance agency put the count at 
^0 homes and the loss at per- 
haps $2 million more. 


The fires, in turn, set the 


stage for fresh disaster Monday 
-^a sed of oozy mud from flame- 
denuded watershed. 


"All we heard was a great 


big whooshing sound, And then 
it was on top of us," said Ralph 
Johnson after a wall of mud 
smashed out a sliding glass door 
and covered every room in his 
house with four feet of soupy 
mud.
